It was good to see you even for a few minutes in Phila¬ 
delphia recently. I wish we could have had two or three hours 
to think together over the present situation and the most effect¬ 
ive contribution we can make during these crucial days. I 
realize how strenuous your schedule is, but hope indeed you can 
find time to, give me your estimate of the Seven Point Analysis. 

In further explanation of my ideas on the larger program suggested 
in Point Six,the enclosed statement outlines roughly what I have 
in mind. I have mentioned this briefly to several leaders in our 
Peace Strategy Board and we are to consider it further at a two- 
day session June eight and nine. 


I offer this not as a cut-and-dried scheme but as a rough 
proposal to be considered and re-vamped in harmony with the best 
judgment of our whole group. Because of your long experience and 
especially in the Emergency Peace Campaign I would like very ranch 
to have your appraisal of the whole project. I wish tremendously 
you might be with us at Philadelphia June eight and nine but fear 
your schedule may not permit it. But if so, I hope you can at 
least give me your best thought on the ^diole matter. If something 
of this kind can be undertaken, we would certainly need your active 
and hearty support.

Would, you be so kind as to counsel me on publication policy re- 
gariing work I wish to publish# 

You may remember that I have for years been doing research on 
social movements and problems so as to help perfect the peace 
movement# Years ago I Bent you an outline along this line which 
was prepared for my students at the university* It was dated in 
1926, Mow after adding years of work I wish to publish some of 
it which would be especially useful for postwar planning. 

One leading sociologist who heard me lecture on the idea [before 
a research society said there " was nothing like it". Devere Allan 
who saw a recent outline which I sent to Pay Newton wrote highly 
of it. He suggests I publish not for scientists but for a 
larger public* Would you agree? If I was teaching* a textbook 
would probably pay the best, but it would not appeal to the gen* 
eral public* And I wish it to do the best service possible. 

If I would publish a pamphlet or magazine article, would that harm 
the later publication of a book? I had planned a five-volume work 
to be published a volume at the time. But it will take a long time 
to do that, and I feel some of my work is needed right now.
